ORIGIN OF THE Society. 
Oe ring) . J 


The Society was organized in the city of Cincdinath Sethe 
year 1852, by a few earnest Christian men, who felt a necessity 
for the application of the truth of God for the removal of every 
known sin. The special occasion which induced them to engage 
in the work, was the refusal of existing Tract Societies to pub— 
lish against the system of slavery which had been so long prac- 
ticed in our land, and which was threatening the destruction of 
both our civil and religious liberties; but it was not intended to 
confine its publications to the exposure or cure of any one sin, 
accordingly it has published, and is now publishing, on every 
subject relating to Christian faith and practice. 


OBJECT OF THE Soctery. 


Article 2 of the Constitution, “The object of the Society 
shall be to promote the diffusion of divine truth, point out its 
application to every known sin, and promote the interests of 


practical religion by the circulation of a sound evangelical liter- 


ature.” 


Ir IS THE ONLY WESTERN SOCIETY. 


In addition to the numerous private publishing houses, and 
some half a dozen of denominational publishing boards, there 
are in the East, the American Tract Society, New York: the

American Tract Society,Boston: and the Sunday-School Union, 


Philadelphia ; and we have not a word to say in opposition to 


their existence, or to the value of their work. On the contrary, 
we know that the agencies of Satan are far more numerous than 
those employed by the church, and when these agencies have 
all done what they can, much remains still to be done. But these 
facts seem to speak very plainly respecting the duty of the West 
to sustain this Society. On this subject, in a late speech, Dr. 
Storrs has the following pertinent remarks: 

“Tt stands here at the gates of the South and West, in the 
very heart of our country, amid a population having its own type 
of sins and its own type of religion. It can work, by virtue of 
its location, among this population, a hundred fold better than 
any Society having its location, its chief support, its whole man- 
agement, among a different people, a thousand miles to the east. 
_ It will prepare a literature for this great western population, to 
meet its peculiar phases of sin, unbelief, and religious necessity, 
more certainly, more cheaply, more quickly. It is preposterous 
to be dependent for all this on a society located so far off as 
New York or Boston. When Dr. Beecher first went to Boston 
and engaged in his efforts against prevailing Unitarianism, he 
asked for an organ, through which he might add somewhat to his 
pulpit assaults. It was proposed he should use the orthodox 
periodical published at New York. It is said that he replied in 
one of those pithy and pointed questions which he often used: 
‘If the British were landing here would you send your cannon 
to New Haven to be loaded?” We need our cannon loaded at 


the West, on the very ground where the battle is fighting.” 


VALUE OF SUCH A SOCIETY. 


It furnishes an undenominational literature to the church at 


the lowest possible cost. In consequence of her divided state

such a literature is absolutely necessary to the united efforts of 


Christians in destitute localities of our jand in the work of tract 
distribution, and in building up Sabbath-schools. Such a litera- 
ture will be received and read, when the same kind with a denom- 
inational imprint will be rejected, and the giver charged with 
seeking to build up a sect, rather than to promote the common 


cause of our divine Redeemer. 


NEED OF ITs LITERATURE. 


Millions and millions of pages annually of infidel and soul-de- 
stroying literature are being circulated by the emissaries of 
Satan, broadcast all over our land, and the only way to neutralize 
it, and thus save ourselves from its pernicious consequences, is to 
circulate in the same way the truth of God. Thousands of our 
population will not attend the house of God; we must reach them 
by the tract and the religious newspaper left at their door, or 


sent to their homes by their children from the Sabbath-school. 


It is THE CHEAPEST MISSIONARY. 


The Western Tract and Book Society, though its income is 
small in camparison with the older eastern societies, nevertheless 
carries on its work so economically that, according to their last 
annual reports, its expenses are four per cent. less on its income 
than theirs.

Dear REAveER: 

There are stil] remaining to be supplied with mission- 
aries and teachers, above six hundred million heathen, 
destitute of the Bible. 

On the supposition that one will chase a thousand, and 
two put ten thousand to flight, we want to send out, as 
soon as possible in addition to the three thousand’already 
in the field, one hundred and tsventy thousand more 
Christians. 

That would be one Christian family for the service of 
each ten thousand heathen. This circulation leaves am- 
ple room for future increase. 

In the Sandwich Islands the native population is 
about one hundred thousand.
